In no j 
capital of the world is it taken seriously. The fact is that, 
whereas the League of Nations was idealist ie but imprac­ 
tical, U N does not even possess idealism. 
The rise of Russia is something without parallel. Less 
than four short years ago, Diller stood at the gates of 
Russia's three major cities, Stalingrad, Leningrad and 
Moscow. Russia was desperate; nothing but American 
laid pulled her through. 
Today, Russia controls both Europe and Asia. and 
she dominates the world. She takes what she wants, and 
has immobilized all opposition. O f all nations, she alone 
appears to know where she is going. Unfortunately for 
the world, her military philosophy is that of Genghis 
khan, her economy is self-destruct ive, and her ideal for 
the individual is serfdom, hor a dozen reasons, even if her 
present aggression is wholly successful, in the end it will | 
fail miserably; the future and the,advancement of the j 
world do not lie in that direction. Mankind was not Imrn J 
lo live content in slavery. 
The decline of England, where modern lils'rty had 
its birth, is a matter which, for both sentimental and prat 
heal reasons, should lie close to American hearts. England 
has always been this nation's older brother; our wars have i 
been mere family fights; we are akin iii blood, in tongue, 
in beliefs, in philosophies and in ideals.
